Fur, after some years’ wear, will look 
much improved if cleaned with new 
bran previously heated in the oven. 
Rub the hot bran well into the fur with 
a piece of flannel, shake the fur to re¬ 
move all particles, aud then brush thor¬ 
oughly. The fur will clean more oasily 
if the liniug and wadding are first re¬ 
moved, but such removal is not abso¬ 
lutely needful. The flat, oily look which 
mars the appearance of the neck portion 
of furs long in nse is mostly if not 
wholly removed by the means of hot 
bran. Rub the fur the wrong way, this 
meaning in this particular instance tbe 
right way.

It is of steel, one-sixteentli of an 
inch thick, and ou the end of it is a 
plnmb, filled with wet sand aud weigh¬ 
ing abont 40 pounds. A wise man who 
once had a similar contrivance working 
in Switzerland has started this one iu 
the capitol dome. His observations iu 
Switzerland got him into no end of 
trouble. Ho said the world made such 
and such a movement, or rather that his 
pendulum did, and as tho big pendulum 
did it, then, he argued, the world must 
do it amid its many other remarkable 
acts. But the astronomers came down 
on him like a thousand of bricks. They 
hauled out their papers and their tele¬ 
scopes, their spectroscopes, their picro- 
scopes, their algebras aud everything 
else they possessed and proved that the 
experimenting scientist was not only 
wrong, but quite wrong. 

Ho said his pendulum described an 
’ellipse. The astronomers said it did 
nothing of the kind, if not interfered 
with, and the worst of it was they 
proved it. Now ho has proved it him¬ 
self, and although it reverses his former 
position he is immensely pleased with 
the result of his observations. The ex¬ 
periment made in the Alps several years 
ago and that just made iu tho dome of 
tho capitol is simple aud a very beauti¬ 
ful oue.

The Suit Against the Htanfortl^Kstate to 
be Settled Shortly. 

Washington. — Some time this 
month, perhaps next week, tbe United 
States Snpreme Court will hear argu¬ 
ments in the celebrated case of United 
States against the estate of tbe late 
Senator Stanford, to recover $15,000,- 
000 under the statute of California, 
which makes a stockholder liable for 
the debts of a corporation in proportion 
to the amonnt of the stock be holds. 

Tbe Solicitor-General has submitted 
his brief to Attorney Joseph A. Choate, 
who represents the Stanford estate, 
and it ig understood the latter will 
soon have his answer prepared for sub¬ 
mission to tbe Snpreme Court.

ART OF HANGING PICTURES. 

Oil Paintings Should Not Bo Placed In a 
Room With Kngravings. 

Only second to importance to produc¬ 
ing a fine picture is the fact that tho 
work when completed should be seen to 
an advantage on the walls where it is 
placed. 

In consulting with a leading decora¬ 
tor on the subject, he said: “In the first 
place, it may be suggested that it is not 
desirable to put oil paintings in the 
samo room with engravings or draw¬ 
ings in water colors, crayons or other 
like materials. It is often done, fre¬ 
quently as a matter of necessity, but we 
consider it, from a point of artistic 
taste, a mistake. 

“Again, there should bo a certain 
classification of subjects in the pictures 
ornamenting the walls, as inattention 
to this is occasionally ludicrous. I recall 
one instance where there was a print of 
Rubcus’ ‘Descent From the Cross,’ and, 
hanging on either side of it, engravings 
of Wilkie’s‘Village Festival’ and Meia- 
sonior’s ‘Cavalry Charge.’ Surely noth¬ 
ing could be more absurd titan placing 
in immediately juxtaposition works in 
which the motives of tho designs arc st) 
directly opposite as the illustration of 
death, a village revel and tho licrco 
shock of battle. 

“As a general rnle, it is well to place 
pictures of a certain order of dosigu to¬ 
gether. Some works can only bo scon to 
advantage in a bright and others in a 
subdued light, while it is equally cer¬ 
tain that many lose nothing if placed 
above the lino of sight, and others gain 
rather than loso if hung much nearer 
the floor. 

“A medallion or bas-relief of the right 
sort set in here or there among the pic¬ 
tures is a relief to tho artistic sense, 
and, above all, all sorts and conditions 
of frames should uot bo put together in 
a hedge podge. Gold and white and 
gilt do not offend when in close posi¬ 
tion, but pictures framed in oak or any 
dark wood should bo kept by them¬ 
selves. Crayon portraits of photographs 
should never bo visible in a parlor or 
drawing room, and to overcrowd tho 
walls of any room with pictures, good, 
bad and indifferent, is the very acme of 
poor taste.”—New York Recorder.

JEFFERSON M. CLOUGH REFUSES A 
TEMPTING OFFER FROM THE 
CHINESE GOVERNMENT. 


HI* Health wan too Poor to Permit At¬ 
tention to Kusiness- A Great Sufferer 
for Many Years But Han Now 
Necorered. 

(From the Springfield, Mass., Union.) 

There isn't a gun manufacturer in 
the United States, who does nut know 
Jefferson M. Clough, and why ? Be¬ 
cause be has been intimately associated 
all his life w'th the development of the 
two best American rifles, the Reming¬ 
ton and Winchester. For years he was 
Superintendent of the E. Remington- 
& Sons’ great factory at Ilion, N. Y. 
After leaving there he refused a tempt¬ 
ing offer of the Chinese Government to 
go to China to superintend their gov¬ 
ernment factories—and accepted in¬ 
stead the superintendence of the Win¬ 
chester-Arms Co., at New Haven, at a 
salary of $7,500 a year.

UNITED STATES SENATE. 

—- 

Membership Divided Into Three «"- 

Vacancies In Committees—The Repub¬ 
lican Being the Dominant Party Mast 
Assume tlie Responsibility. 

The exact character of what is known 
as “tho organization” of tho United 
States senate is not generally under¬ 
stood, and in view of the close division 
of parties iu that body at this time nn 
explanation of the organization will bo 
of interest. The common understanding 
is that, being a continuous body, the 
senate is always fully organized and 
prepared to transact any business that 
may be brought before it. This is true 
j only to a limited degree. Tho senate is 
supplied with a code of rules, a presid¬ 
ing officer, clothed with full authority 
to act, and with a secretary, sergeaut- 
nt-arms and a full force of clerical and 
other officials necessary to its orderly 
assembly and conduct, but at the begin¬ 
ning of every new congress, so far as the 
performance of any important legisla¬ 
tive act is concerned, the senate is al¬ 
most as unprepared for business as is 
the house of representatives prior to the 
election of a speaker and other officers. 

The membership of the senate is di¬ 
vided into three classes, one of which 
enters with every congress. The class 
which enters with the Fifty-fourth con¬ 
gress consists of 80, to all of whom the 
oath of office must he administered by 
the presiding officer before they can be¬ 
come fully qualified to perform any offi¬ 
cial act. At the present time, therefore, 
the legal membership of tlie senate is 
limited to 58, and its first not will of 
necessity ho tlie immediate induction of 
the 80 senators elect, or as many of them 
as present themselves. Of these senators 
elect 18 are men who were not members 
of the preceding senate.

It therefore follows that at tho vory 
! outset tho senato will bo confronted 
with the question of organization, und 
that tlie two great parties will have to 
determine upon the construction of the 
committees before legislation can bo 
proceeded with. Tho construction of the 
; committees is not a merely perfunctory 
act., limited to the assignment of the 
new senators. That work is of the high¬ 
est personal importance to all tho sena¬ 
tors and is of great concern to the peo- 
plo, for the roasou that tho character ot 
legislation is determined by these sub¬ 
ordinate bodies. 

In tho preceding congress the more 
important of the senate committees were 
dominated by the Democrats and for 
the simple reason that their party was 
in majority. The numerical strength of 
that party iu the approaching congress 
will be loss than that of the Republic¬ 
ans, aud tho latter do number a ma¬ 
jority of tho senato. Tltoro has been" 
considerable talk about permitting the 
present “organization” to eontiuuo, but 
that is impracticable except so far us 
the organization affects tho officers of 
tho senato. , t < 

Tito organization of tho committees 
is vastly more important than the selec¬ 
tion of officers, aud, being essential to 
legislation, cannot he long postponed. 
Reorganization being imperative aud 
the Republican being tho dominant par¬ 
ty, although lackiug three of a majori¬ 
ty, the Republicans will be impelled to 
meet this question and to insist that 
they shall bo recognized as the domi¬ 
nant party and given control of the lead¬ 
ing committees, notwithstanding the 
fact that they are a few units below the 
number that constitutes a quorum. It is 
perhaps true that the Republicans, not 
controlling a majority, would prefer 
not to assume the responsibility for leg¬ 
islation, but they cannot evade or 
shrink from it. ., 

They will have 42 senators, exclud¬ 
ing Du Pont of Delaware, and upon the 
admission of Utuh iu January will gain 
two more, giving them 44 of 89 members 
who will then constitute the senate, as¬ 
suming the Du Pout case is undetermin¬ 
ed. The Democrats have been cut down 
to 88 aud cannot be expected to continue 
in domination. It therefore follows that 
whatever arrangement is made, whether 
it be between the Republicans aud the 
Democrats or the Republicans aud Pop¬ 
ulists, the Republicans will be obliged 
to insist that their superior numbers 
shall be recognized, and the leading 
committees be placed iu their charge.—
